as they ore ipiiet ; and, as a result, the 
narm weather of the i)ast summer pro- 
duced oil epidemic of typboidal fevers. 
The correspondent refemd to, writing 
not long ago to the Ixindon JHmet, thus 
ilttscrbed the condition of affairs : "The 
butchers liave bo< n allowed tofliug Uieir 
olTal iuto the streets, and dead catd aud 
dciRs are of not inf leanent occurrences. 
Piles of fermenting ruobish lie in the va- 
rant epuce and around the outskirts of 
the city. There are no system of drain- 
age, uuil none of cmptyiug the cessptxils 
into which the house-draius pour, only 
one of the phrcipul streets haviug a 
maiu drain, and this baving no tapa, 
aud, though the police have full author- 
ity to examine the drainage of each 
house, uo houses aro ever examined, 
aud the cesspools filter off iuto the sur- 
rounding earth. The law requires rigid 
ins|ieetiou of the abatti^ and butchers' 
shops; liut, as the polimt have political 
.iiiti' s and must lie 1)11 ^(H)d terms with the 
coustitiiei.ey, the bhop-keepers aie never 
aiiiio\ e.1, nor ore the shops inspected ; 
and, though to-day there is, from the 
panic prot ailing, a cleaning of the out- 
side of the platter, the inside is not, and 
in this iuteuso boat can uot now be safely 
iiistnrbeX"
